CINCINNATI (AP)—State Sen 
Michael J. Maloney said today

Agency 
Strike Against 
News 
In 2nd Day 


NEW YORK (AP)—The strike 
of 
the 
Wire 
Service 
Guild 
against The Associated Press 
went into its second day today. 
A federal mediator scheduled 
separate meetings with the two 
sides after a joint session Thurs­ 
day resulted in no announced 
progress toward settlement. 
The news agency continued to 
supply its basic services in 50 
states and throughout the world, 
including general, state, sports 
and financial news as well as 
photos and newsfeatures. The 
work was done by executives, 
exempt employes, non-Guilds- 
men and some Guild members 
who chose not to join the strike. 
The AP, in a suit filed in State 
Supreme Court here, sought'to 
enjoin the United Telegraph 
Workers from leaving their jobs 
in observance of picket lines es­ 
tablished by the Guild at AP 
New York headquarters and at 
bureaus across the country. The 
union was ordered to show 
cause today why the injunction 
should not be issued. 
The Newspaper Guild of New 
York issued a citywide bulletin 
supporting the strike and direct­ 
ing members to refrain from 
handling Associated Press copy. 
When some members refused to 
handle the copy, the New York 
Post and the New York Times 
filed charges of unfair labor 
practices against the Guild with 
the regional office of the Na* 
tional Labor Relations Board. 
The New York Daily News 
said it expects to resolve the is­ 
sue under the arbitration provi­ 
sions of its own contract with 
the Guild. 
The Guild represents 1,313 ed- 
itorial, 
photographic, 
clerical 
and other employes of the AP 
throughout the country. Nego­ 
tiations have been under way 
for five weeks. The old contract 
expired Dec. 31, but was extend*

Many mayors have long criti­ 
cized tile sales tax flow to muni­ 
cipalities - specifically the $24 
million ceiling and have ^said 
the distribution was “ as anti 
quated as the electoral college.” 
Maloney said the committee’s 
recommendation, if used favor­ 
ably by the Legislature would 
see to it that the “ $24 million 
becomes a floor rather than a 
ceiling.” 
The $24 million sales tax share 
for local governments was set 
by the Legislature in 1957. It 
then amounted to 11.3 per cent 
of the almost $212 million col 
lected that year. 
But with inflation, higher wage 
demands and other financial 
pressures dramatizing the plight 
of the cities, the cities' share 
has dwindled to less than half 
that percentage.

Traces of red ochre were 
found on Miss Britton’s body 
and on the walls and ceiling of 
her bedroom. 
Williams said tile substance 
has any number of “ mundan- 
euses,” including influence of 
coloring effects in art, and can 
be purchased cheaply at most 
hardware stores.

Johnson Wants 
Nixon To Back 
Longer Surtax 


President Mum 
On Plans For 
Top Messages 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen­ 
ate Minority Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen says President Johnson 
wants the IO per cent income 
surtax extended, but “ he would 
like some company” in recom­ 
mending it to Congress. 
Hire were indications Thurs­ 
day Johnson wants President­ 
elect Nixon to join him in the 
recommendation so the issue 
would not become the political 
controvery it was before Con­ 
gress passed the surtax, at 
Johnson’s request, last year. 
The surtax expires June 30. It 
was originally imposed as. an 
anti-inflation measure. 
House Minority Leader Ger­ 
ald R. Ford, said he understood 
Johnson was prepared to make 
a statement about the surtax in 
his State of the Union message 
or budget request, and that Nix­ 
on would then issue a statement 
of his own. 
House Majority Leader Carl 
Albert said, however, the White 
House had received no word 
from Nixon Thursday afternoon. 
Dirksen told newsmen Thurs­ 
day that Johnson has drawn up 
a tentative budget of $195 billion 
for the fiscal year starting July 
I, an ircrease of $10.6 billion 
over current federal spending. 
But the Illinois Republican 
said the $195 billion was a “base 
figure” which could be changed, 
depending on whether Johnson 
decides in favor of recommend­ 
ing the surtax extension. 
Dirksen 
said 
congressional 
leaders were told at a White 
House meeting revenues would 
total about $198 billion during 
the year if the surtax were ex­ 
tended, and Johnson’s tentative 
budget would allow for a $3 bil­ 
lion surplus. 
In New York, a spokesman 
for Nixon said the President-e.- 
lect had no comment. 
Tom Johnson, acting White 
House press secretary, said the 
President has not decided when 
or how to present his State of 
the Union message or when his 
budget will be ready for presen­ 
tation to Congress.

NEW YORK (AP)—The Apol­ 
lo 8 astronauts and their fami­ 
lies arrived in New York today 
for a 12-hour round of salutes 
and festivities in a city moon­ 
struck with excitement. 
The plane bringing them from 
Washington landed at the Ma­ 
rine Air Terminal in Queens 15 
minutes ahead of schedule. 


Tw-o bands, one wearing em­ 
erald green and the other in 
Scottish kilts, began playing as 
the astronauts left the airplane.

Schooner Loses 


Man Overboard 


HALIFAX, N. S. (AP) — The 
schooner Bluenose II set course 
for Bermuda today, minus one 
crewman who was lost over­ 
board during an Atlantic storm 
that battered the vessel for 
three days.

schooner’s sails are tattered 
and her power steering is out of 
service, but otherwise “ every­ 
thing is under control.” She is

Bluenose II, an exterior repli­ 
ca of the famous Nova Scotia 
fishing-racing vessel Bluenose, 
encountered rough weather 350 
miles south of Nova Scotia 
Tuesday. On Wednesday a giant

schooner’s deck, washing two 
crew’men overboard. 
One of them climbed back 
aboard, assisted by shipmates, 
but Neil Robitaille, 22, of Yar­ 
mouth, N.S., was lost when a 
rescue rope broke as the crew 
was pulling him up.

Queens College, one of a half 
dozen divisions of the City Uni­ 
versity of New York, prepared 
to reopen today after a two-day 
shutdown that followed the vi­ 
olent takeover of some offices 
by Negro and Puerto Rican stu­ 
dents. 
A spokesman said, “ We really 
don’t know what will happen. 
We’re just hopeful.” About IO 
per cent of the 25,000 students 
are nonwhite. 
Negro students remained in 
control of vital centers of two 
Eastern schools: Brandeis Uni­ 
versity at Waltham, Mass., and 
Swarthmore College, just out­ 
side of Philadelphia. 
On the West Coast, police ar­ 
rested 293 students peacefully in 
a second day of confrontation 
Thursday at San Fernando Val­ 
ley State College in Northridge, 
Calif. At newly opened South­ 
west College 18 persons were ar­ 
rested on charges of interfering 
with school operations. At East 
Los Angeles College 95 sheriff’s 
deputies moved in to restore or­ 
der after students took over a 
student center and one other 
building. 
At California’s El Camino Col­ 
lege, Negro students burned an 
effigy of a speech teacher but 
the affair broke up without po­ 
lice being called. 
At San Francisco State Col­ 
lege, police broke up a demon­ 
stration after arresting five stu­ 
dents and pushing a crowd of 
500 away from the college en­ 
trance. Striking members of the 
American Federation of Teach­ 
ers also defied a court order 
and resumed picketing but kept 


clear of students demonstrators. 
New disorders erupted in Tok­ 
yo Friday when radical left­ 
wing students attempted to in­ 
vade a stadium where about 
2,500 students met in a move to 
end a yearlong strike at Tokyo 
University. Some 3,000 police 
surrounding the stadium used 
tear gas to repel the invaders 
who fought with rocks and 


wooden staves. About 3,000 riot 
police broke up clashes between 
factions on the university cam­ 
pus Thursday night. More than 
IOO students were reported in­ 
jured. 
Most of those involved in U.S. 
campus disorders were Negro 
students demanding changes in 
administration and policy of the 
colleges.

Meat Cheating 


Ends In Death 


BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) 
—A Hungarian Laurel-and-Har- 
dy type pair of truck drivers 
cheated a meat processing plant 
for half a year by manipulating 
with their own weight in order 
to get away with lots of meat. 
But it all ended in a tragedy 
when the lighter man started 
adding weight to his 154 pounds, 
and, 
in 
an 
argument, 
was 
stabbed to death by his enraged 
220-pound companion, now being 
tried. 
The system of the two was 
simple enough -- when driving 
to the slaughter house the fat 
one sat in the driver’s seat to 
add his weight to that of the 
empty truck. Then, with carcas­ 
ses of meat aboard, the thin 
chap took over the wheel while 
the truck was weighed. 


SAIGON (AP) The South Viet­ 
namese government claimed to­ 
day 191,307 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops were killed 
in 1968, nearly six times allied 
losses. 
But North Vietnam called 1968 
“ the best year so far in the Viet­ 
namese people’s s t r u g g l e 
against U. S. aggression.” 
The Saigon government put 
South Vietnamese losses last 
year at 17,486 killed. The U. S. 
Command has not released offi­ 
cial figures for the year, but 
American battle deaths through 
Dec. 28 were 14,521. 
Despite its claim of heavy 
losses suffered by the enemy, 
the government in a yearend re­ 
view estimated 
total enemy 
strength at 300,100 Viet Cong, 
North Vietnamese and political 
cadre. It claimed 151,000 North 
Vietnamese troops had infiltrat­ 
ed the South in 1968 an assess­ 
ment vastly different from unof­ 
ficial U. S. estimates of 225,000 
to 230,000 men. 
The U. S. Command does not 
publish official estimates of ene­ 
my strength, but reliable Amer­ 
ican sources said the South Viet­ 
namese estimate was consid­ 
ered “ high.” 
In addition to those killed in 
action, the Saigon government 
said the enemy lost 21,050 men 
taken captive and 17,597 who de­ 
fected under the “ Open Arms” 
program. This accounted for a 
total enemy manpower loss of 
229,954 last year, the govern­ 
ment said. 
However, it claimed that ah 
but 20,900 of these men w ere re­ 
placed by the enemy command.

troops now is operating at half- 
strength and “ their fighting ca­ 
pability is now very limited 
compared with that of their bat­ 
talions in 1967.” 
Viet Cong gunners zeroed iii 
on the airfield outside Can Tho, 
in the delta, a delta airfield at 
Soc Trang; an American artil­ 
lery base near the Cambodian 
border northwest of Saigon, and 
a South Vietnamese regimental 
headquarters at Quang Ngai 
airfield in the far northern war 
zone.

The civilian astronaut, Neil A. 
Armstrong, will command the 
spacecraft, tentatively set for 
launching in July, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration said Thursday, in an­ 
nouncing the selection of the 
crew, . 
Armstrong and Col. Edwin E. 
Aldrin Jr. are to descend to the 
moon in a Lunar Module from 
the main spacecraft.

Armstrong, who has survived 
two near disasters since becom­ 
ing an astronaut in 1963, is a 
former test pilot for the X15 
rocket plane and was a Navy- 
combat flier during the Korean 
War.

Cry Of Lame Duck Heard In Washington 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As 
the Democrats’ day of depar­ 
ture draws near, the cry of the 
lame duck resounds through the 
Capitol,'defining problems, pro­ 
posing solutions, praising the 
past and predicting the future. 
The voices raised are those of 
public officials, soon to make 
way for the Republicans of 
Richard M. Nixon’s administra­ 
tion and eager to use the pres­ 
tige of high office in behalf of 
pet projects before they're back 
on the outside looking in. 
Their goal, of course, is to 
generate enough pubic support 
to keep alive programs and con­ 
tinue policies which may hold 


no great attraction for their suc­ 
cessors. 
Secretary of Welfare Wilbur 
J. Cohen joined the chorus to­ 
day telling Congress that mal­ 
nutrition is a national problem 
and calling for the creating of 
three federal agencies to eradi­ 
cate it. 
On Thursday, Secretary of In­ 
terior Stewart L. Udall and the 
secretary of housing and urban 
development, Robert C. Wood, 
volunteered their views on some 
problems while Betty Furness, 
special assistant to President 
Johnson on consumer affairs, 
suggested government interven­ 
tion to improve auto warranty 
services. 


Secretary Cohen outlined his 
program to combat malnutrition 
in testimony prepared for a spe­ 
cial Senate committee on hun­ 
ger problems. 
In addition to proposing the 
new agencies, he also recom­ 
mended that food stamps be 
made available to all that need 
them, with eligibility to be de­ 
termined by family income. 
Cohen claimed current food 
assistance programs reach only 
6 million of the nation’s 22 mil­ 
lion poor. 
Udall said his most Important 
accomplishment was helping to 
“ bring in the total-environment 
concept which everyone now ac­ 


cepts. 
This concept s a y s that 
decisions on uses of public lands 
and resources, the amount of 
waste materials that can be 
dumped into the air, and the 
best sites for industrial plants 
and buildings be made from the 
point of view of effect on the 
over-all environment. 
Secretary Wood of HUD also 
held a final news conference. He 
said Nixon had assured the na­ 
tion’s mayors, civil rights lead­ 
ers and others that HUD’s pro­ 
grams won't be turned off. 
He then observed that HUD

In December of 1967. City1 
Council passed a oily building 
code, 
a 
measure 
which 
is 
designed to protect each and 
every citizen in the City of 
Circleville. The code provide* 
for minimum safety standards 
for the construction and repair 
of the homes and buildings in 
the city. 
Its primary purpose is to 
insure that only safe and proper 
materials are used and that 
workmanship meets minimum 
requirements for safe usage.

A fire 
prevention code, housing code, | 
construction safety, and factory 
safety measures could auso be 
enacted and enforced for the 
safety of the people of Cir­ 
cleville.

A building official will inspect 
for the building code and if he 
inspects for the other safety 
time and effort involved in tile 
additional inspections would be 
n e g l i g a b l e . The benefits 
derived, however, ane markedly 
increased. 
The safety of our citrons is 
something I feel we cannot 
regard lightly. 
The building 
code and other safety measures 
are needed to insure the safety* 
of our citizens. They aire suf­ 
ficiently important to 
merit 
attention and passage. In ad­ 
dition to protecting our citizens, 
they permit the opportunity to 
investigate many other ways 
which we can wort and get help 
to improve our city*.

Automatic 
Auto Control 
System Eyed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- A 
research team at Ohio State 
University is working on the 
next major step in designing a 
fully automatic highway auto 
system—the merging of cars 
under full 
automatic 
control 
with a stream of similar ve­ 
hicles. 
The team, headed by Dr. Rob­ 
ert E. Fenton, has been re­ 
searching the automatic high­ 
way auto system for the past 
eight years. It has already come 
up with some unique develop­ 
ments. 
Among them: 
A single control stick to carry 
out functions of the conventional 
steering wheel, brakes and ac­ 
celerator; fully automatic steer­ 
ing at highway speeds, and fully 
automatic control of an auto fol­ 
lowing a lead vehicle. 
The development of an auto­ 
matic system for merging ve­ 
hicles into the stream of traffic 
is one of the major problems to 
be overcome, Fenton said. 
The Ohio Department of High­ 
ways and the Federal Bureau 
Roads has granted the team 
$170,873 to extend its work for 
one year. 
The 
merging 
problem 
in­ 
volves accelerating the test car 
to highway speeds and holding 
it parallel to a stream of other 
autos until a gap in the flow of 
traffic allows it to enter. 
The 
control 
stick is 
more 
suitable for use in an automatic 
control system but can also be 
used for non-automated driving, 
Fenton said. 


Quiet Swiss Image Clouded By Scandal

The banks became especially 
worried by another Fed attitude 
that made it more difficult to 
obtain money for later resale 
regardless of the price they 
were willing to pay. It declined 
to permit the banks to raise the 
rates they could pay in order to 
attract certain large corporate 
deposits. 
Some banks, therefore, espe­ 
cially the big ones in New York, 
found themselves not only pay­ 
ing more for the money they 
borrowed from the Fed but cut 
off from a very large source of 
private and corporate funds. 
Financial analysts realized it 
was simply a matter of time be­ 
fore one of the big banks could 
stand the strain no longer and 
would raise the price of the 
product, which is loans.

First National City Bank made 
the move, raising from 6*/4 per 
cent to 7 per cent the loan rate 
to its best customers.

to his name, he wouldn’t have 
taken up that chase last New 
Year’s Eve. 
Sansoucie is French for “with­ 
out care.” Raymond Sansoucie 
cared, pursued a youthful purse 
snatcher and was shot to death 
— over $6 the thief had taken 
from a 61-year-old widow. 
Sansoucie, a father of four 
whose widow is expecting a fifth 
child, died in his wife’s arms. 
Now his act of heroism has trig­ 
gered a campaign by the St. 
Louis Grand Jury Association to 
raise funds for his family. 
Within seven days, the fund 
billowed to ncariy $56,000. And 
there were the letters. Many 
correspondents wondered if San- 
soucie’s blood should be on the 
American conscience. 
‘‘It is a sign of the times that 
the good people suffer while the 
hoodlum 
element 
runs 
at 
large,” said a letter with checks 
of $50 and $10 enclosed. “In 
some way we have to turn the 
tables and add strength to the 
cause of law and order.” 
“Mr. Sansoucie was a hero. 
He saw a crime in progress and 
tried to do something about it, a 
rarity today,” wrote another. 
Sansoucie had been driving 
with his wife and three of their 
children when he saw the purse 
snatcher 
grapple 
with 
Mrs. 
Madge Robinson. 
Sansoucie 
braked, 
jumped 
from the car and chased the 
man around a corner. Minutes 
later two men ran to Ruth San­ 
soucie and asked, “Are you 
Ruth? A man has been shot 


down the street and he’s asking 
for Ruth.” 
“I love you,” Sansoucie told 
her. These were his last words. 
Letters and donations started 
coming that weekend after the 
grand 
jury 
association 
an­ 
nounced it had started the fund. 
In the first week they had come 
from 22 states.

Ames, Iowa, pointed up the Iro* 
ny of Sansoucie’s name and 
deed.

America's Moon-Landing Team All Dedicated Men

whose only space venture ended 
in near tragedy and two veteran 
“ space walkers” are America’s 
choices to attempt man’s first 
landing on the moon.

Collins will man the mother 
ship, waiting in orbit to take the

Neil A. Armstrong 
For more than six hours after 
its flawless launch from Cape 
Kennedy, the Gemini 8 mission 
had gone perfectly.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio State Department of Taxa­ 
tion is checking up on whether 
cities, counties, villages and 
other political subdivisions are 
paying their fuel taxes.

Cooper defined as sensitive 
any questioning about opinions 
prospective jurors might have 
on Sirhan’s guilt or innocence—

Tortured New Yorkers Survive Another Interesting Year 


The Circleville Herald.

NEW YORK (AP) — This 
tough city of eight million peo­ 
ple is a living, vibrant, exciting, 
sophisticated example of the 
law of diminishing returns and 
increasing chaos. 
It hires a third of a million 
people to fight its fires, patrol 
its streets, teach its children, 
nm its subways, drive its taxis 
and pick up its trash, all of 
which they do, from time to 
time. 
It has over a million young­ 
sters in school, from time to 
time. 
It has over a million people on 
relief, all of the time. 


What problems New Yorkers 
wouldn’t 
have 
already 
are 
brought in by some three mil­ 
lion outsiders who enter the city 
every weekday morning but 
sleep somewhere else. Unless 
the trains or buses stop or the 
power goes out, in which case 
they sleep in New York City. 
In the middle of this contorted 
existence is the vibrant, excit­ 
ing, sophisticated New Yorker. 
Just take a look at how he lived 
in 1968, or as Mayor John V. 
Lindsay would put it, how he 
“survived.” 
His first real crisis came in 
I February. The trashmen went 
on strike. New York just barely 


keeps its head above trash level 
anyway. But with the strike, 
10,000 tons of refuse a day piled 
up on city curbstones. Wallow­ 
ing in its own filth, the city 
faced a prime health hazard. 
Ultimately, after IO days, the 
trashmen returned. 
In 1968, New York firemen 
staged a slowdown on fire in­ 
spections to back up their de­ 
mands for more pay. With one 
out of eight New Yorkers living 
in housing the city says should 
be torn down, the warning was 
sufficient. 
In 1968, New York police, cit­ 
ing the hazards of their jobs, 
picketed precinct stations and 


city hall. Over five days, some j 
23,000 New York police .reported | 
ill with the flu, more than a J 
month before the epidemic hit 
the city. In crime-rich New 
York, the warning was suf­ 
ficient. 
At the bottom of the list, poor­ 
ly 
paid 
hospital 
attendants 
struck city-run hospitals for 
more money. After all, they 
could argue, their $4,000 sala­ 
ries were about what a family 
of four received on relief with­ 
out working at all. 
In 1968, there were also per­ 
iodic 
shortages of taxicabs, 
while drivers picketed City Hall 
for one reason or another. 


Then in September 1968, it 
was the teachers. They struck1 
the year before for more mon­ 
ey. Now it was job security, a 
protest against a plan to de­ 
centralize the city’s schools. 
The 55,000 member teacher’s 
local, biggest in the nation, 
balked at the plan that would 
make it deal with 33 local 
boards 
instead 
of the total 
school system. It argued that in­ 
dividual teachers would be at 
the mercy of local administra­ 
tors, perhaps local animosities. 
By 
mid-November, 
New 
York’s schoolchildren had been 
given only 12 days of classroom 
study in the on-again, off- again 


strike. When compromise final­ 
ly reopened the schools on an 
overtime basis to catch up, 
some schoolchildren struck to 
protest the overtime. 
The holiday season of 1968 
brought still more treats for the 
embattled 
New 
Yorker. 
As 
predicted, the Hong Kong strain 
of Asian influenza hit the city, 
rose quickly to a full-fledged ep­ 
idemic. Then fuel oil deliverers 
struck and left some 400,000 
New Yorkers shivering in un­ 
heated apartments. 
The flu epidemic created a se­ 
rious shortage in blood for 
transfusions because so many 
donors were ill. It came just as 


the holiday accident toll rose, 
heightening the demand for 
blood. 
All of these crises have to be 
looked at against the backdrop 
of the New Yorker’s normally 
tortured existence. He is largely 
an apartment dweller, and his 
rents gallop upward, often dou­ 
bling, when the buildings are 
not rent controlled. 
Yet through all his travail, the 
New Yorker preserves some 
hope—that the landlord will 
send the repairman, that the 
schools will improve, that taxes 
will, abate and taxis increase, 
that the subways won’t be 
struck in 1969.
